De- 
plorable and exasperating as the con- 
ditions at the New York camps are, 
they cannot fail to demonstrate, a& 
probably nothing else could, the neces 
sity of maintaining a large and power- 
ful National Guard, thoroughly 
equipped and drilled, and composed of 
the sturdiest men procurable. The 
lesson presented by the State camps is 
no doubt more or less similar to that 
evidenced in volunteer camps through- 
out the country. It isa pity that the 
pride of the Empire State for her Na- 
tional Guard should be somewhat dis- 
pelled by the material unreadiness of 
the soldiers for actual service at the 
front. Itis somewhat of a chagrin to 
realize that three regiments were un 
able to quickly obey orders to leave for 

he South because these regiments 
were unable to scrape together a suf- 
ficient number of uniforms, guns, and 
ammunition. Yet these unfortupate in- 
cidents will serve to arouse a whole- 
some public sentiment ine favor of a 
broader and more efficient military 
preparation in the future, 

When it became clear that war with 
Spain was inevitable and that the Na- 
tional Guard would certainly be called 
upon to volunteer, no sufliciently 
prompt or adequate preparation for 
service was undertaken bythe officers 
of the State regiments. Even after the 
declaration of® war and the following 
call for volunteers, military circles» did 


known that several companies came to 
camp with grossly incomplete equip- 
ments. 

The three weeks in camp have been 
80 thoboughly broken up by medical 
examinations and musterings in that 
there has been little opportunity for 
the hard drilling and rigorous season- 
ing which is so necessary a training 
for men who are unaccustomed to the 
soldiers’ life. The men, for instance 


‘are in no condition to endure the hard- 
ships of long marches. Scores of re- 
cruits have not yet fully mastered the 
essential requirements of army service. 
Almost without exception the men are 
tremendously eager for action in the 
field, but taken as a whole, they are in 
no shape physically, for fierce cam- 
paigning. This is not a hasty state- 
ment, and it is substantiated by the 
most careful aiid conservative author- 
ities. 

Owing to the abeve state of affairs 
great mortification was felt the other 
day by officers of several regiments 
which were at Camp Black. _Impera- 
tive orders were received from Wash- 
ington for three regiments to immed- 
iately leave for the South. All three 
of these regiments were unprepared to 
go. Their colonels were obliged to 
wire the Washington officials. that it 
was absolutely impossible to get the 
regiments away until several days 
later than the specified time, | Colonel 
Grant's regiment, one of those ordered 
forward, was not supplied with enough 
uniforms, ‘Levies had to jbe made 
upon severaL.other regiments for the 
necessary ¢lothing. In another regi- 
ment there were not enough shoes to 
supply all the men. In still another it 


will either be at their Southern destin- 
ations or well on thg.r way, by the 
time these lines reach readers of the 
TOWNSMAN. Notwithstanding the 
fact that not a single regiment went 
away with complete equipment, the 
boys were all glad to break camp and 
getaway. Thousands of friends and 
relatives of the soldiers visited the 
camps previous to the departure of the 
regiments, and although the troops 
were cheered off with tremendous en- 
thusiasm not afew cheers broke into 
sobs beiore they were finished.

He persuaded 1,307 of them, 
nearly equally divided as to, sex, to 
write an answer to the query, ‘‘If you 
bad $5, all your own, what would you 
do with it?’’, Nearly one half of'them 
(44 per cent) answered that they would 
deposit’the money ina bank, 18.8*per 
cent would buy clothing, 2.2 per cent 
would buy something to eat, 15.3 per 
cent would buy toys and other means 
of amusement, 2.1:-per cent would buy 
jewelry and finery, nine-tenths of'\1 per 
cent would buy firearms, 1.7 per cent 
would ‘spend it for travel, 14 per cent 
would spend it for otbers and 6 per cent 
would buy books, eto. 

The disposition to save shown by so 
many of the children is aftributed by 
Dr. Dawson largely to their susceptibil- 


~ity-te suggestion. While the children 


40 not realize the full significance of | 
saving, the idea has been engrafted up- 
ov their minds and is bound to have its 
influence. In noting the percentage of 
those who would buy clothing it should 
be remembered, he says, that many of 
the children were in urgent need of 
something better to wear. Those who 
voted for something to eat were mostly 
under 7 years of age. In‘regard to trav- 
el, the figures show that as children 
grow older the desire to go out into the 
world increases rapidly, reaching its 
height at about the beginning of adoles-

GOLFING PHILOLOGY: 


Derivation of Curious Terms Which Be 
long to the Game. 

To the enthusiastic golfer the game is 
never out of season, Fitted with ‘‘arc- 
tic’’ goloshes and a warm knitted 
waistcoat, he is seen upon the links on 
many a day which appears inclement to 
the uninitiated. Perhaps this disregard 
of snow ani ice is natural when one 
comes to look up the derivation of golf- 
ing terms. Many of the words come di- 
rectly from the Icelandic languages, 
others have synonyms in Gaelic or 
Swedish. 

The tee, or little nodule of gravel or 
earth from whieh the golfer strikes off 
his ball, at the beginning of each liuk, 
is derived from ‘‘tia,’’ au Icelandic vert 
signifying ‘‘to point out.’ 

Again, ‘‘golf’’ itself evidently comes 
from the Scandinavian ‘‘kolf,’’ a club, 
the Gaelic form being ‘‘colb’’ and the 
Icelandic form being ‘‘kolfr’’ (a clapper 
of a bell or bulb). 

The ‘‘links’’ come straight from the 
Swedish ‘‘lynka,’? meaning a ‘‘twist’’ 
or ‘‘crook ;’’ hence itsapplication to the 
windings of the coast, the sandy, barren 
ground called ‘‘links’’ in Scotland. 

To ‘‘put’’ (pronounced ‘‘ putt’’) comes 
from the Gaelic ‘‘put,” signifying to 
push or throw, as when the useful ‘‘put- 
ter’’ propels the golf ball from the 
‘‘pntting green’’ into the hole, 

The ‘‘lofter’’ is derived from the Ice- 
‘landio ‘‘loft’’—that is, shy ,or air—a 
Danish form being ‘‘loft’’ for ceiling ot 
loft. —Philadelpbia Inquirer. 


Splendid Crystals In California, 
Some. time ago John E> Burton of 


Lake Geneva, Wis., leased the right to

A Noble Life Closed. 

The story of a life is not easily 
written. ; 

Words are but a feeble substitute for 
the deeds which, in a prominent per- 
son, make up so large a part of the 
daily life of a community. 

The death and funeral services that 
have come in the past few days, marking 
the passing on of Miss Philena Mc- 
Keen, have been the principal events 
‘of the week in Andover. The words 
ofaloving friend in another column 
tell briefly of the work and life of this 
noble woman, and pay tribute to her 
worth and rank in Andover’s school- 
life. . But full as those words are of 
love and affection, and warm as they 
are in their tribute, they can mirror 
but a-small part of the large and_use- 
ful life that they speak of.

The earthly life of one widely known 
and truly honored has gone out from 
among us, —— == 5 


This fact, full of deep meaning, we 
can as yet hardly grasp; how, then, is it 
possible at’ this time and in words, to 
utter her praise, or to express in any ade- 
quate manner vur sense of her worth and 
of our loss. \ 


Philena McKeen was born in Bradford, 
Vermont, on the 13th of June, 1822. Of 
her good parénts, of her gifted sisters 
and brother, of the beautitul home life, 
stern but inspiring, much might be said. 
Miss McKeen honored her father and 
mother, and from them early learned 
those lessovs of obedience, thoroughness 
and tireless energy which marked her 
whole career. Her father, the Rev. Dr. 


Silas McKeen, a man of unusual strength 


of character, guided and supplemented 
her instruction in the schools, aud was a 
constant example to his children of sim- 
ple piety, sincere living, sturdy indepen- 
dence, and unswerving fidelity to duty. 
Miss McKeen taught with success fn 
Bridgton, Me , at College Hill, Ohio, and 
from Oxford, Ohio, she was called to the 
principalsbip of Abbot Academy in 1859, 
Although thirty-seven years of age when 
| she came to Andover, it seems as though 


her real life work began here, Certain 
it is that her character and her capabili- 
ties for extraordinary usefulness devel- 
oped richly in he#new work. Able 
principals Abbot Academy had had be- 
fore--her,-- but. to’ Miss McKeen it- was 
granted, during the thirty-three years of 
her stewardship, to make vigorous effort 
for the increase of the school in things 
material, mental, and spiritual, and we 
rejoice to-day to know that she lived to 
see some of the fruits of her labors, for 
who but God can measure the whole har- 
vest? 


Twenty years after Miss McKeen and 
her beloved sister, Miss Phebe, came to 
Abbot Academy, the school celebrated 
grandly its semi-centennial. That year, 
the History of Abbot Academy, written 
by the two sisters, gave to the world an 
inspiring record of what had been already 
wrought. How great a part of the 
school’s. success and growth was due to 
these faithful teachers, and especially to 
Miss McKeen, those who know the 
school best, see most clearly. In 1880, 
Miss Phebe died. What.seemed a death- 
blow to our beloved friend, was rather a 
life-blow, robbing Death of its terrors, 
drawing her still nearer to the unseen 
world, sweetly unfolding that gentleness 
which made her great. How grandly, 
how cheerfully she stood alone, the last 
of her family! In the summer of 1892, 
Miss McKeen withdrew from active ser- 
vice in the school, having lived two 
years in Draper Hall, so truly the work 
of her hands, but never for an instant 
did-she withdraw.from it her active in- 
terest in all that appertained to its well- 
being. For well nigh six happy years 
Miss McKeen dwelt in South Hall which 
then received from her its new,«name :— 
“Because the bright sun floods it all day 
and sets in wondrous glory before-the 
western wil'dows, and. also because they 
are my sunset years, I have named my 
house ‘Sunset Lodge.’ ‘The last name 
reminds me that this is only a lodge—a 
waitiog-place, till, through grace, the 
Father shall summon me I1OME.”” With 
thesé words ‘she closed her ‘Sequel to 
the History of Abbot Academy,” a work 
published ut Chiistmas and relating in 
Miss McKeen’s clear and graphi¢ way 
the history of the school from 1879-1892. 

Although the Home Mie bogs was attrac- 
tive to her, she loved her work here 
and proved herself.as great in her retire- 
ment as in her activity, entering into all 
good works for schooland home and town. 
Many can bear record of these recent 
years. Her last illness, which lasted but 
a month,’was painless, but her strength 
waned fast, and at sunset, May 13, she fell 
asleep. On Monday, May. 16, her body 
was borne to the McKeen-Rooms in 
Draper Hall, which were beautiful with 
graceful palms and exquisite flowers, ar- 
ranged by loving hands, and there friends 
met to praise God for this faithful friend 
and counsellor, this wise and gond 
woman. A choir from the school chanted 
the favorite psalm, ‘I will lift up mine 
eyes unto the hills,” and then all united 
in the Lord's prayer Passages of Scrip- 
ture, beautifully significant and_fitting, 
were read by Prof Churchill who also led 
our prayer. Many joined in the ‘school 
hymn, 


“Father, I know that all my life

and with a benediction the impressive 
service ended, Tuesday morning, a few 
neighbors and frievds gathered in Sunset 
Lodge for hymn and Scripture and prayer 
before bearing the beloved form to the 
old home in Bradford, Vermont. 

At. Bradford, a few life-long friends of 
Miss McKeen joined her nephew and 
niece, Mr. and Mrs. Charles McKeen 
Duren, and the Andover friends~ who-ac- 
companied them, in the peaceful grave- 
yard, and in the bright afternoon sun- 
shine, they lifted up their eyes unto the 
hills, rejoicing in God who had given and 
taken away. In that hallowed spot we 
left her, beside Miss Phebe, whose grave 
with hers, we covered with beautiful 
flowers. 

“Give her of the fruit of her hands, 
and let her own works praise her.”

ROUGH CLASS GAME. 


Reckless P. A. Students Carry their Fun to 
an-Extreme and will in Consequence 
probably Forfeit Future Contests. 


The annual class game at Phillips 
Academy. was played Wednesday after- 
noon and resulted in a victory for ’99 
over 1900. ‘The contest was played amid 
the usual bombardment of cannon 
crackers, torpedos, dynamite bombs, can- 
non, revolvers, tin horns and cheering, 
while the game was frequently inter- 
rupted by the more reckless element of 
the members of the two classes, not on 
the nines, Fierce rushes followed each 
other in quick succession, ubtil,a 1900 
man apparently lost control of himself 
and struck a ’99 student on the back of 
the head with a cannon ramrod. The 
weapon was a heavy one and it cut an 
ugly gash in the 99 man’s head and ren- 
dered him unconscious for a brief period. 
As soon as he revived the ’99 man re- 
newed hostilities by leading a desperate 
attack upon the 1900 men in charge of 
the cannon and later magnanimously for- 
geve his assailant who apologized. The 

low was a cruel one and the fellow who 
struck it was at once severely repri- 
manded by indignant spectators, who 
condemned the act as a cowardly one, a 
disgrace to the students and ty the acad- 


emy. ; 

Hewepaper “men who were sharp in 
their’criticisms of the affair were given a 
free ride to the bleachers by a mob of 
1900 students, some of whom approached 
them later and pleaded to have the inci- 
dent kept out of the papers. The news- 
paper men finally agreed to use their in- 
fluence not to have the names of the stu- 
dents engaged in the disgraceful rush to 
the cannon, which resulted in the felling 
of one of their number Hike an ox, men- 
tioned, though the fiames of both the 
injured man and his assailant were 
known to them. 

The blow with the ramrod was not the 
only outrageous act committed on the 
campus. A ’99 student had brought a 
mirror to the campus for the purpose of 
blinding the players. by reflecting the 
sun in their eyes. As soon as the glass 
was in position for use, a stampede was 
made to that point and the fighting did 
not end until the mirror had been 
smashed over one of the student’s heads. 
At that time the conflict was waged in 
front of the grand stand and many a fel- 
low was banged against the board sides 
of the structure in a way that, will résult 
iu sore heads for some time, Hand: to 


hand encounters were frequent and eggs, | 


sticks and stones were thrown by some 
of the students. Altogether there was a 
more ugly spirit shown during the pro- 


greas of the game than on any previgus:

Mr. Rogers, the son of Prince, and 
Eliza Rogers, was born in West ‘Upton, 
20 years ago last July. He attended «the 
town schools and was within a short 
time of completing the course at the high 
school when the death of his father. 
threw upon him the carés. of the farm. 
He at one time ‘taught scliool in one of 
the districts of Upton. 

Devoting his energy and time to agri- 
| cultural pursuits, he became deeply in- 
terested and accomplished in the theo- 
retical and practical sides of farming. 
Eight years ago he came to North An- 
dover as foreman of Cochichewick farm, 
the broad acres owned: by J. D. W. 
French. About two years ago, Mr. Rog- 
ers left Cocbichewick farm and accepted 
the position of associate editor of the 
New England Farmer, a leading New Eng- 
land paper,and many valuable suggestions 
were given Lo the farmers, as the result 
of his own experiences and test farming. 
Nine years ago he married Miss Gertrude 
M. Harper of East Upton, who with two 
children, Alice Gertrude, aged 8, and 
Lillian, aged 1, survive him. He also 
leaves a mother well along in years and 
three brothers, William of Woonsocket, 
Charles of West Upton, and Fred of 
Westboro. 

Deceased was a member of the local 
Grange and a valuable and helpful mem- 
ber. None whonow recall his appearance 
as he participated in the recent ** mock 
trial’ can, realize that it was to be the 
last time of fraternal and social associa- 
tion and probably nothing was more re- 
mote from his own mind than this 
thought.
